Washington, July 18. — Alter three 
days' consultation between the Pre-sldeni, 
Secretary Alger and General Brooke, 
during which there wns trequcnt com- 
munication with General Miles ut 010 
oney, details of the I'urto Kiean expedi- 
tion were perfected and preparations 
were gotten under way. General Miles 
with some artillery and troops sailed t(.- 
day Cor Porto Rico on the converted 
cruiser Yale to he followed quickly by an 
army of about 110,000. There are sonic- 
notable differences in the plans for this 
expedition and those for the stately naval 
contingent that sailed away from Tampa 
under General Shatter's command to at- 
tach Santiago. First there will be prac- 
tically no naval convoys. The naval de- 
partment lias declared that they are un- 
necessary, since there is not a Spanish 
warship in the West Indies that dare 
thrust its how out of port. In the second 
place, tlie expedition does not start from 
one point, but will he divided among sev- 
eral, thus preventing the tremendous in- 
conveniences that were encountered at 
Tampa when starting the last 
Ueet, There will be no effort to 
get the ships away together, but the 
transports will be allowed to find their 
own way to their destination without 
concerted movements.

The 
Charleston troops are the first brigade 
of the first division of the first army 
corps and are commanded by Brigadier 
General Geo. N. Ernest. The brigade 
comprises the Second Wisconsin, Third 
Wisconsin, the Sixteenth Pennsylvania 
regiments. The purpose of Secretary 
Alger is to make the Porto Kiean cam- 
paign u short one. An overwhelming 
force will he thrown upon the Island 
and it is possible that a bloodless vic- 
tory will he achieved when the Spanish 
become convinced that they have no rea- 
sonable chance to resist successfully. 

The expedition is to comprise 150,000 
men at the start and it will lie soon swell- 
ed to -10,000 men, and if necessary to 70,- 
000, the equipment of the volunteer 
forces having now progressed so well as 
to warrant the statement that that num- 
ber of men can be ready for service in 
Porto Kico within a very short time. The 
entire body of troops at Tampa will be- 
taken, numbering about 13,000 men, and 
including a lot of heavy and light ar- 
tillery under command of General Rod- 
gers. The expedition will be particularly 
. trong with artillery as some of that at 
Santiago commanded by General Itand- 
olph is to be drawn upon. It is possible 
that none of the cavalry will be called 
upon. General Brooke will take with 
hill) from Chiekamauga the first and 
second brigades of his army corps.

There is no longer any doubt as to the 
loyalty of Cassiar to the Turner gov- 
ernment, for at the nomination held in 
Fort Simpson on Friday last, the lost 
inst, no opposition candidate was pro- 
posed. The names presented to the re- 
turning officer, Mr. J. M. Alexander, 
were those of 0. W. D. Clifford, of Fort 
Simpson; Captain John Irving of this 
eity, and Archie MeTuvish, of the 
\\ inilsor cannery, formerly of Rivers 
Inlet. Messrs. Clifford and Irving so- 
licit the suffrages of their fellow-electors 
as straight government supporters— Mr. 
McTavish is classed as an independent 
With inclinations toward the government 
side. The dn.e of election lias been 
cinde as Into us possible, in view of the 
inaccessibility of the more distant sec- 
tions of the district, and polling will not 
take place until the Uth of Aug- 
ust. There was a rumor, current in 
Port Simpson when the Tees sailed for 
Victoria, that Mr. McTavish would 
withdraw during the present week, and 
thus obviate the necessity of balloting. 
Returning Officer Alexander, who arriv- 
ed in Victoria hist evening, can, however, 
say nothing on the subject. 

SPAIN'S INTERNAL TROUBLES. 

Kiots Over Food Taxes— A Military 
Dictatorship Proposed. 

Madrid, July 18.— The increase in the 
cetroates or duties on produce taken 
Into towns is causing turbulence in the 
rural districts of Spain. The populace 
of the provinces of Uncivil has rebelled 
against the imports of corn and flour and 
attacked a number of public buildings. 
The troops bad to be called on to re- 
press tho disorder. 

The Pais, the organ of the republicans, 
advocates a military dictatorhsip and 
the republicans are endeavoring to secure 
ihe support, of the army nnd navy for 
this purpose'. 



In the city police court yesterday John 
Lawson was arraigned on three charges 
of theft, viz., stealing !?2.50 and two 
sums of .fl.rio each, from John Leahy. 
It is alleged that: Lnwson collected tin 
money while driving Leahy's brewery 
wngoii and failed to account for it. Tbe 
beniing was remanded until Thursday 



Manila, July 13, via Hongkong, July 
18.— An important interview has just 
been held between General Aguinaldos, 
Secretary Leagarda, and a prominent 
loyal native white man, and a prominent 
ish commander, Captain-General Augus- 
ti. The insurgents' representatives urg- 
ed General August! to surrender the city, 
ascertaining that 50,000 insurgents sur- 
rounded Manila and were able to enter 
it any moment. Thus far, they added, 
the insurgents hud been restrained with 
difficulty, but if the Spaniards continu- 
ed stubborn, the result would be that 
tho insurgents would be compelled to 
bombard and storm the city, with inevit- 
able slaughter unparalleled in history 
because in the excitement of battle they 
cannot discriminate. Continuing, the 
Captain-General's visitors advised him 
to disregard the official fictions regarding 
the Spanish in Cuba and reinforcements 
coming to the Philippines, and proposed 
reconciliation between the Spaniards and 
the Philippines under a republican Hag, 
and a joiut endeavor to persuade the 
Americans to abandon hostilities in the 
Philippine Islands. Finally, the- represen- 
tatives of the insurgents proposed an 
appeal to the powers U> recognize the 
independence of the Philippines. The 
Captain-General replied that he must 
fight, however hopeless the Spanish 
cause. Leagarda then returned to Ca- 
vite, taking with him the native, who 
is a paroled prisoner. 

The natives inside the city say they 
received a fortnight ago a concerted 
signal to prepare for storming the walls. 
A second signal, fixing the date of the 
assault, has not yet been issued and 
they are tired of waiting and are losing 
faith in Aguinaldo. The latter, it in 
alleged, finds it extremely difficult to 
capture the town fortifications. His pre- 
vious successes, it is pointed out, were 
easy, because of the nature of the coun- 
try, which suited his skirmishers. It is 
further alleged that the principal points 
captured by the insurgents were obtained 
possession of through treachery. 

The insurgents are now bringing artil- 
lery around by sea from Malabon, which 
is dangerous and troublesome work. 
They also are obtaining detailed reports 
of the condition of affairs from the inside 
of the city. Admiral Dewey is estab- 
lishing a more strict blockade lest it be 
invalidated by permitting neutrals to- 
visit Cavite nnd Malabon and send and 
receive mails enclosing surreptitiously 
Spanish despatches. He has threatened 
io station warships opposite the city, 
but that would precipitate hostilities ns 
the Spanish officers declare they will cer- 
tainly lire on any Americans within 
-each regardless of the consequences. 

The second detachment of American 
troops is expected here daily and the last 
detachments are booked to arrive early 
in August. It is probable that military 
operations will be deferred until the 
September dry season, when it is cooler, 
and possibly then bloodshed may be un- 
necessary. 

The Spanish steamer the Filipenns lias 
just been brought in in tlie bands of tlie 
insurgents. It appears that she was on 
the northern coast and escaping to China, 
with a native crew- on board when the 
•atter revolted, killed the Spanish olllc- 
ers and brought the vessel to Cavite. 

The Spaniards are daily employing con- 
victs to fell trees and to burn houses in 
the outskirts of the town. The daily 
fusilade continues, but otherwise the 
position is unchanged. The stock of 
dour is practically exhausted but the 
supplies of rice and buffalo meat will 
last for months longer.

PORTO HI CAN EXPEDITION. 

A .Strong Fleet Will Back Up the Great 
Army to be Landed. 

Washington, duly 18.— The part which 
tiie navy is to take in the assault against 
Panto Rico has been fully matured. The 
several transport fleets will have with 
them one or two auxiliary cruisers car- 
rying strong secondary batteries of SIX 
or eight pounders. Secretary Long said 
to-day that no time had been fixed for 
the departure of Admiral Sampsons 
fleet for San Juan. As to the naval 
plans he would only say that they would 
co-operate in every way with the move- 
ments or the army. The report that 
three monitors were on their way from 
Key West to San Juan was character- 
ized by the Secretary as unauthorized. 
It is the general understanding, how- 
ever, that the navy will send only ar- 
mored ships for the bombardment of Sun 
Jnan, as the great battleships and moni- 
tors offer the best moans of offensive 
warfare, while their armor belts protect 
them from such lire as the San Juan bat- 
teries can bring to bear. 

The fortifications there are much like 
those at Santiago, with a Morro Castle 
at the entrance of the harbor and a 
number of lesser fortifications leading up 
to the city. These, however, are viewed 
with less' awe since the extermination 
of the Morro batteries at Santiago lias 
shown theiii to he antiquated and cap- 
able of little effective resistenee. The 
movements of the ships from Santiago 
to their new fields of action will be- 
gin at. once and it is probable that some 
of Admiral Sampson's ships yill be de- 
tached to-day with General Miles' first 
expedition towards Porto Rico. They 
will be expected to cover the landing Of 
troops on Porto Rican territory. The 
others will follow as soon as the full 
army expedition is ready to make a land- 
ing, when the attack will begin simul- 
taneously on land and sea. 

Secretary Long said that no apprehen- 
sion whatever exists over the Spanish 
threat that the Camara squadron would 
be divided, part of the ships coining to 
this side to> attack the American seaports 
cities. This is looked upon as sheer 
bluff, and it will not have the effect of 
changing any of the navy plans or of 
withdrawing ships for service on the 
Atlantic coast. Should the Spanish 
threat be made good, ships more than a 
match for any of Camara's vessels would 
be available at any Atlantic port on 
short notice. 

No time has been set for the departure 
of Commodore Watson's squadron for 
Spain, although this move is also draw- 
ing near rapidly. Secretary Long said 
to-day that reported new lists of the 
ships of this squadron were inaccurate, 
as the list had not yet been finally made 
up. 

It has been finally settled that none 
.if the troops participating in the actual 
lighting before Santiago shall be em- 
p'oyed on the Porto Rico expedition. 
There are two reasons for this: First, 
the men have suffered severely and are 
entitled to rest. Second, it is deemed 
to be very dangerous to allow the sol- 
diers who have been exposed to yellow 
fever to be brought into contact with 
those fresh from the United States. 



A SLOW GERMAN. 

Ambitious to Fight Against Spain, but 
Only Now Making Application. 

Washington, July 18. — Major Yon 
Wroohem of the Royal Cavalry of Ger- 
many, now in Berlin, has written to the 
war department making a formal tender 
of his services to the American army in 
the war against Spain. As an evidence 
of his entire good faith in the matter he 
transmits his commission in the German 
army, signed by the Emperor William, 
and also a photograph of himself in full 
military uniform, showing numerous 
badges and orders of distinction. His 
application has been • transmitted to the 
President.

Colonial Teams. 

T °r on t 0) July 10— A cable to the Even- 
("8 Telegram, dated Bisley, July lu, 
B:l . v s: Six teams competed for the Kola- 
l"'jre cup to-day, namely, England, Can- 
'.ida, Guernsey, Victoria, India and Jer- 
sey. Though the Canadians were de- 
feated they did some excellent shooting, 
their marksmanship being superior to 
that exhibited in last year's competition 
for the cup. The match is named after 
the ltajah of Kolapore with whom the 
event originated in 1871. The National 
Rifle Association also adds a colonial 
prize of £80 for the Indian or colonial 
team making the highest aggregate score, 
shooting it at _00," 500 and 000 yards, 
seven shots at each distance. The high- 
est possible to be made being 840 marks. 
Last year the cup was carried off by 
the Australians from Victoria, a team 
brought to Bisley for reason o£ the Ju- 
bilee celebration. Altogether ten teams 
were entered, the largest number ever 
taking part in this competition. After 
the Victorias for the CUD at last year's 
mulch was New Zealand, while the 
Mother Country came in third, the Can- 
adian teaui ranked fourth, with 721. To- 
day the cup was won by the Guernsey 
team, 744 points; England and Victoria 
ticing for second place with 7-11 points to 
the credit of each. Canada followed 
with a score of 735, while Jersey and In- 
dia got 71S and 700 respectively. The 
Canadian scores were. 
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SANTIAGO CHANGES HANDS. 

Mines in the Harbor Destroyed and 
Stars and Stripes Hoisted Over 
the Town. 

Under Morro Castle, Harbor of San- 
tiago de Cuba, July 17, II p.m.— At 9 
o'clock this morning the Spanish Hag 
was lowered from the staff crowning the 
heights from which the battered Morro 
Castle spreads half way. The lowering 
of this emblem of the defunct sovereign- 
ty of Spain in this part of the world was 
witnessed by a few Spanish and Ameri- 
can troops on-shore and by the .Brook- 
lyn and New York, Vixen and Vesuvius, 
lying within a few hundred yards of the 
harbor entrance. 

Almost immediately after the flag was 
hauled down steam launches command- 
ed by Lieutenants Hobson and Palmer 
entered the harbor, penetrating as far 
as live firing stations of the submarine 
mines. These mines were found not to 
be so formidable as expected, and later 
in the afternoon they were all exploded, 
under the supervision of the Vixen.

Royal Commission Will Look Into Local 
Troubles— St. John's to be Forti- 
fied. 

St. John's, Nfld., July IS.— The special 
colonial delegates from Newfoundland 
now in London have succeeded in secur- 
ing the appointment of a royal commis- 
sion to investigate the international re- 
sources of the colony and to institute a 
thorough inquiry into the condition of 
the population residing on the French 
treaty coast.

The colony is to be allowed represen- 
tation before the joint commission to as- 
semble at Quebec for a discussion aud 
settlement of the issues between the 
United States aud Canada. Newfound- 
la ml will be represented there by Re 
oeiver General Morine. General satisfac 
lion is felt here at this announcement. 



NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Otliciul Mining Expert far Yukon— The 
Anticosti Grievances— Hansard 
Editor Dead. 

Ottawa, July IS. — W. H. Lynch, of 
Danville, Que., has been appointed inin 
ing expert in Yukon, his business being 
to report on the workings of the mining 
regulations in that district. The appoint- 
ment is regarded as an admission on the 
part of the government that they arc 
not sure of the effectiveness of the pres- 
ent regulations which have been changed 
three times in less than a year.

GERMAN SHIP FIRED ON. 

Admiral Dewey Disputes a Claim to the 
Freedom of Manila Harbor. 

London, July 18.— The Hongkong cor- 
rci pondent of the Daily Mail says: "Con- 
sul Wildmaa informs me that when the 
German cruiser Irene was passing Mfiri- 
voles, off Manila, the other day, the 
United States gunboat McCulIoUgh was 
sent after her to ask her to slop. As the 
Irene refused to obey, a shell was sent 
across her bows, and a small boat, went to 
discover what she was doing. The Ger- 
man admiral protested and insisted that 
German ships had a right to enter the 
harbor without being questioned, a claim 
which Admiral Dewey declined to recog- 
nise.

"Peiihaps the most Interesting business 
.-.at ike city council meeting last night was 
tlic discussion over Aid. Humphrey's 
motion to put a short permanent bridge 
across' Itock Bay at Bay street and thi 
reading of three letters from the tram 
way company. 

In reference to the council's proposal 
that the tramway company share in the 
cost of the new bridge :tt Bock Bay, til) 
company said they had no desire ro move 
away from the present bridge. The cost 
of moving the track from Johnson and 
.Store streets to Government and Bay 
street and across the proposed bridgo 
would not be less than $12,000 to $14,' 
000, and the company would besides lose 
the water front trullic and gain no addi- 
tional tratlie. This letter was Hied. 

Albert Howard, manager of the \ ic- 
toria branch of the tramway company, 
wrote savins that the bicycle path on 
Fort street should be rolled us at present 
it was dangerous. This was referred to 
the city engineer. 

In regard to the city's request that the 
tramway run a car u ervtce on Sanniel) 
road, the local manager, Mr. kowaril, 
wrote that they did not feel justified 111 
operating this service "as the number of 
people residing north of our present tot 
.minus is extremely small, and if Vie 
should extend the service along Saanich 
road we should not he able to give the 
very satisfactory service now operated on 
Douglas street. There has been no de- 
crease of our traffic ononis line since we 
discontinued the Saanich road service, 
which proves that the latter service was 
not required. Our present terminus is 
the northern limit of Douglas street to 
which the schedule in the agreement with 
the city of 1SS8 states that the cars 
shall be run, which schedule is again em- 
bodied unaltered in the Victoria Electric 
Bailwav & Lighting Co.'s Act, of 1S94. 

Aid. Williams, commenting on this last 
letter gave it as his opinion that the 
company should strive to create new busi- 
ness by giving such a service that people 
would settle up along the route, lheir 
business never would increase if they 
kept just to the central part of the city. 
He moved that the letter ho referred to 
a select committee and the city solicitor 
to confer with the company.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

A Discussion on the Indian Curios of the 
Island Coast. 

At a meeting of the Natural History 
Society held last night a report was rend 
upon the expedition to Peddar Bay ten 
days ago. The dredging papers showed 
a fair list of raollusca, but none new 
the collection in tin- museum. Some 
y interesting zoophytes, however, not 
hitherto collected, were obtained, and 
will be forwarded in due time to the 
British museum for classification. In the 
Mission following the report Mr. Deans 
mentioned that, he had noticed at the 
narrow point running into the sea at Mr. 
Heed's farm at Peddar Pay not only u 
large shell-mound, but also a deep moat 
separating it from the mainland. He 
pointed out the close relationship between 
fortified points and burial: cairns at num- 
erous similar places jrungjng all round 
the coast from Sooke by Victoria and 
Ultimo to Comox ami Cape Mudgc, 
beyond which point careful examination 
by him had not resulted in finding any 
cairns. Mr. Deans was of opinion that 
the majority of the skulls found in the 
cairns were flattened, though a few un- 
leformed skulls were occasionally found. 
Dr. Newcombe corroborated Mr. Dean's 
statement as to the absence of cairns in 
the Queen -Charlotte Islands, although 
palisaded forts or places of refuge wore 
plentiful there of old, instancing Ilippah 
Island, and islands near Skidegate. 

In view of the 
absence from the provincial museum of 
any skeleton from the numerous cairns 
near Victoria, and the fact that several 
such skeletons have been sent to foreign 
uusenms it was determined to ask per- 
mission to examine a likely locality near 
Bsquimalt on Saturday next, for the 
purpose of procuring specimens for the 
local collection.

Many Tokens of Public Ktteem. 

The funeral of the late I". P. Saunders 
took place on Friday afternoon hist from 
the family residence at Alberni, attend- 
ed by nearly all the residents .mil miners 
of the district. The remains were con- 
veyed to St. Andrew's church. Alberni, 
where an impressive service for the dead 
was conducted by Rev. S. Asquith, as- 
sisted by Rev. 10. G. Taylor. The re- 
mains were subsequently interred in a 
lovely spot on rising ground on the So- 
mas river, by the side of his son, who 
was accidentally drowned near this spot 
seven years ago.

Ward, M. Sarrault and C. A. Cox.

The LarKestnnd best appointed Under- 
taking Establishment in the Province 
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AS TO THE SITUATION. 

Word U:in been received from Cusslar 
that nomination day lias passed and that 
only three candidates are in the field, all 
government supporters. Their names are 
John Irving, C. • W. Clifford and Archie 
McTovish. Tiiis gives the government 
nineteen seats certain, with a chance of 
getting two or more additional as the re- 
sult of protests to be filed. It is also 
reasonable to suppose that the line of 
policy which the government will be able 
to present will secure the support of 
some other gentlemen, who, while not 
fully in sympathy with it heretofore, may 
see that the interests o'f the province lie 
in the retention of .Mr. Turner in the 
premiership. There are many consider- 
ations which make this desirable, and 
one of the good features of the non-par- 
tisan system of carrying on the affairs of 
this province is that it leaves the vniy 
open for gentlemen to give their support 
to any government which seems to he the 
most likely to promote the public wel- 
f a re. 

The Columbian devotes a long aail in- 
teresting article to the discussion of the 
political situation, which it regards as 
afTording an interesting field for specula 
tion. It expresses its doubt as to either 
party having a sufficient majority to 
carry on business, and talks about the 
Lieutenant-Governor's duty in thi 
event. The Lieutenant-Governor will 
probably listen to the advice of his minis 
tors, who may be trusted to do what they 
are constitutionally bound to do. There 
is a law maxim which suits the case. It 
is: "In pari delictu, potior est conditi 
defendentis." Literally this means that 
when two parties are equally at fault 
the defendant's case is the stronger, but 
the principle of the rule applies lo the 
supposititious case of the Columbian, that 
is one in which there may be some doubt 
as lo whether the government or the op 
position will command a majority of the 
votes in the legislature. In such a case 
the right of the party in power to remain 
in is stronger than that of the opposition 
to be allowed to take office. So long as 
there remains a doubt as to whether the 
ministry will be sustained on a vote in 
the legislature, the Lieutenant-Governor 
may very properly refrain from taking 
any action whatever as to the result of 
an election. This is not to question his 
constitutional power to dismiss his ad 
visers at any time. lie can do this, even 
if they show that they have a majority. 
A very conspicuous instance of ibis w.i 
when Governor Gordon of New Bruns- 
wick dismissed the Anti-Confederate gov- 
ernment, though it. had nearly every vote 
in the legislature, and called upon Char- 
lew Fisher to form a government, grant 
ing him a dissolution immediately. But 
as a rule Lieutenant-Governors tnke no 
notice of the result of elections, liefe 
ring again to the case of New Brunswick, 
which is especially apropos to British 
Columbia, because party lines do not hold 
there, the Fraser government was uu 
doubtedly defeated at the elections of 
1SV9, hut was recast, met the house and 
held power for four years. Mr. Fraser 
was succeeded by Mr. Hanington, who 
on an appeal to the people at a general 
election was defeated. Yet he was not 
asked to resign, and he himself believed 
that he could carry on the government, 
lie was defeated in moving the address 
when he resigned. Here were two case 
very much stronger against the govern- 
ment of (he day than the case supposed 
by the Columbian, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor did not feel called upon to take 
any action whatever, but accepted the 
advice of his ministry as to tin? likelihood 
of their being able to command a major- 
ity, ia one case the advice proving sound 
and in the other unsound. Even if it 
aliall appear by and bye that the legist 
ture iH equally divided, an event which 
we do not contemplate for a moment, it 
would Ik- perfectly proper and constitlt 
tionnl for the Lieutenant-Governor to 
take no action whatever until the legisla- 
ture meets and his advisers have an op- 
portunity to submit their policy to tin 
members. If they are then outvoted, or if 
they fail to be able to organize tin? house, 
there will be nothing left for the minis 
ters hut to resign, but: until such an eveill 
hn ppens there seems to be no reason for 
dragging the Lieutenant-Governor 
office into the situation. 



THE COST OF COLD. 

A good many people are talking this 
way: Granted that the outpiil o( Klon- 
dike will be $20,000,000 in gold, fully 
40,000 people have gone into the coun- 
try within a year and they have spent 
at least $500 each, so where does the 
profit come in? Suppose we admit that 
the -10,000 people have spent on the ag- 
gregate $20,000,000, and the estimate is 
probably not excessive, it is not very 
clear that this proves anything unfavor- 
able to the Klondike. It gives absolutely 
no criterion as to the profit of individuals. 
It does not give any idea of what the fu- 
ture profit of mining in the Yukon will 
be. 

Perhaps/ more than half the money 
spent in connection with mining in the 
. Far North lias never led to the produc- 
tion of a single ounce of gold. It repre- 
sents the failures, the disappointments 
and the delays attendant upon mining 
in such a remote region. Next year some 
of the ho far profitless outlay will yield 
a reward to the plucky men who made it, 
but a very large percentage will unques- 
tionably yield nothing in the way of' 
profit, except to the transportation com- 



panies and the outfitters. This has al- 
ways been the case in all new mining 
countries to such nn extent that it is 
almost proverbial that gold costs all it 
is worth. 

There are several sides to this question. 
If it cost only 2i> cents to produce a dol- 
lar's worth of gold in the Yukon, the in- 
dustry would he extremely profitable, but 
it is not very clear that Canada would 
gain much by the operation. By this we 
do not menu the cost of the individual 
producer, because doubtless in the great 
majority of eases his i>rolit is even great- 
er than this. What \ve mean is that if 
people could come into Canada and get 
gold so readily, that the outlay represent- 
ed would not ho more than twenty-five 
per cent, of the product, the advantage 
to the country would not bo nearly as 
great as if the outlay more nearly equal- 
led the yield, provided the expenditure 
was in the Dominion. Unquestionably 
the more money is spent in Canada in 
getting out gold, the better for the coun- 
try. Nearly a year ago. the Colonist, 
when speaking of the prospects opened 
up by the first reports from Klondike, 
said that, no matter how large the yield 
might be and no matter how great might 
be the fortunes amassed by individuals, 
people might make up their minds that 
on an average every onnce of gold pro- 
duced in the Yukon would cost, directly 
and indirectly, all it would sell for as 
bullion, and the Colonist then said, what 
it now repeats, that from an economic 
point of view this great cost would be a 
good thing for the country. One of the 
jjreat mysteries of commerce is that all 
the parties to successful business trans- 
actions make a profit. It was the omis- 
sion to take note of this that led to the 
balance of trade fallacy obtaining such 
a hold upon the popular fancy. Even as 
late as six years ago. President Harrison 
in a message to congress argued that, the 
United States was necessarily gettin 
richer because its exports exceeded its 
imports. At the same time the British 
chancellor of the exchequer eongratu sit- 
ed Great Britain that the imports con- 
tinued to greatly exceed the exports. 

The profit to the majority of the peo 
pie of Canada from the gold product of 
Klondike will not be derived from the 
gold itself, hut from the vast amount of 
trade and transportation to which it will 
give rise. As a general proposition at 
every stage, from the time the farmer 
sows the seed, which produces the corn, 
which is fed to the pigs, which produce 
the bacon, which is sold to the miner 
who is carried to the Yukon and digs out 
the gold, there is a profit, to the man who 
controls' that particular stage, and thi 
is how the country gets rich. If a man 
could be transported from New York to 
Klondike without cost and get ba>. 
again in the same way, bringing with 
him a ton of gold, the profit to Canada 
would be a minus quantity. 



MIL IIIGG1NS IN A NEW BOLE. 

In the Montreal Gazette of July 11, 
two days after the electors of Ksquimalt 
turned him down, the name of 1>. W. 
Higgius appears in the directorate of th 
Koyal Five Cold Milling Company a 
follows: 

Clou. I>. W. Higgins, M.1M'., vie, 
president, Speaker of the legislative as- 
sembly of British Columbia, and vice- 
president of the Colonna Cold Minin 
Company. 

'this is a pretty showing for the great 
purist and immaculate individual whos-. 
name thus appears. It cannot, of course, 
be charged that Mr. Higgius lias used 
bis official position as a bait to investors, 
for he has no official position to use for 
any purpose whatever. The statement 
is simply a bald untruth, which .Mr. Hig- 
gius will have considerable difficulty in 
explaining away. Mr. Higgins ceased 
to be Speaker of the legislative assembly 
some three months or more ago. He 
cease'd to be a member of the legislative 
assembly and hence lost all right to write 
M.P.P. after his name more than a 
month ago. Yet here we have him posing 
in these false colors, ami undoubtedly 
for the purpose of giving him a standing 
which he would hot otherwise possess. 
Suppose that instead of this false des- 
cription, Mr. Higgins' position had been 
described truthfully, would he he con- 
sidered a drawing card? There was no 
objection to Mr. Higgins when hi' was 
Speaker accepting a position on the di- 
rectorate of any company that wanted 
him. There was no objection to his be- 
ing described in the prospectus as Speak- 
er, any more than in his being described 
as vice-president of the Colonna Cold 
Mining Company. This is all perfectly 
legitimate and no one has a right to find 
a word of fault. Hut to pose now as 
Speaker, to hold himself now out to the 
world as an M.P.P. is just a little ton 
much. Lor Mr. Higgins' company to 
obtain subscriptions on the strength of 
his being Speaker and an M.P.P would 
be to obtain money under false pre- 
tences, morally if not legally. 

AX OUTSIDE VIEW. 

There is an old saying that, onlooker 
see mo.^t of the game. Like most popu- 
lar saws, this is only partly true; but. 
there is enough in it to render the views 
of those not participating in the recent 
election worthy of notice. The Toronto 
Globe, for example, after reviewing nil 
the elements, which it thinks entered in- 
to the contest, says that the results 
"seem to have been brought about by 
the accumulated sins of fifteen years of 
paternalism." By this the Globe means 
that the system of government prevailing 
in this province, under which so many 
details are administered by the ministry 
anil sn few by the various localities, cre- 
ated a feeling of irritation, which could 
not be allayed. In view of the exceed- 
ingly narrow majorities tigains tthe gov- 
ernment in some of tin; constituencies, 
there is little room for doubt that: this 
consideration contributed very largely to 
the outcome of the election. 

We observe that the Globe takes no 
slock what ever in the charge of corrup- 
tion with which the opposition dealt so 



freely, and which they have had the te- 
merity to repeat since the election, al- 
though they have never on any occasion 
ventured to specify a single act that 
could he characterized as corrupt, So 
tar as this is concerned, the people of 
British Columbia, who have known Mr 
Turner for upwards of a quarter of a 
century, do not need any guarantee of 
his integrity, and his public life, which 
has lasted twelve years, is as free from 
stain as his personal reputation. And n 
similar observation holds good of his col- 
leagues. 

The Globe thinks that Mr. Turner has 
the advantage on his side in the peculiar 
conditions to which the election has giv- 
en rise. He undoubtedly has. He has 
the advantage of being in power, which 
is in itself considerable. Ho has the 
advantage of a good record and of pos- 
sessing the confidence of the people gen- 
erally. Ho has the advantage of being 
confronted by a divided opposition. He 
has the very great advantage of being 
able to formulate a policy and present it 
lo the legislature for its acceptance. The 
ultimate result of the elections will un- 
doubtedly give him a majority, and when 
he meets the house, lie will lie able, by 
the exercise of good judgment, to see'ire 

sufficient independent support to make 
his tenure of office perfectly safe. This 
view of the case will, we think, com- 
mend itself to all persons, who, like the 
Globe, are in a position to lake an un- 
biased view of the situation. 
The Montreal Gazette says:— 
The government, especially in regar ] 
to the finances, has given a good deal of 
ground for hostile criticism, which the 
opposition took full advantage of. The 
ease was not a singular one, nor does 
it relieet credit on the Canadian people. 
Much of the addition to the debt, that 
has been condemned has been made for 
the purpose of aiding projects the con- 
stituencies were presumably interested 
in ,and quite as loud condemnation would 
have been beard had the lines of econ- 
omy been followed. The opposition was 
nut in all things wise in its course. Sir. 
Joseph Martin, of Manitoba school law 
feme, took a prominent part in its work, 
and imparted to the campaign some of 
the qualities that make him, in some 
ways, one of the most offensive men in 
Canada public life. He appears to have 
been elected; but may be disappointed in 
his ambition of forming part of the ex- 
pected new niininstry. 

The Toronto Mai! and Empire consid- 
ers the strong opposition vote due to the 
fact that Mr. Turner is a "progression- 
ist," and hence was compelled to incur 
heavy expenditures.

servative defeat. As a matter of fact 
Dominion polities hud no place in the 
contest at all, but for the sake of in- 
forming those curious in such matters it 
may be mentioned that, giving that party 
the benefit of every doubt, there are only 
fifteen of the members-elect who have 
ever been identified with the Liberal 
party at any time and when the protests 
are decided the number will be even less. 



NATIONAL HOLIDAYS. 

The Journal of Commerce thinks tb.it 
Dominion Day only receives jiuy recogni- 
tion at all because it is a public holiday, 
and not because of the event which it 
commemorates. There is a great deal 
of truth in this, but why should it be 
otherwise? Confederation Day only 
marks a stage in our national growth. 
No associations cluster n round it. No 
man's pulse beats the faster, when he 
remembers that mi July 1st. ISii", the 
four older provinces of Canada became 
rnited for certain purposes in pursuance 
of an act of the Imperial parliament, 
after a good deal of very animated po- 
'itical contention. That is ail there is to 
be said about it. and it certainly is not 
calculated to arouse any great degree of 
patriotism or enthusiasm. To evoke 
these sentiments, there must, be some- 
thing which appeals to the imagination, 
which the prosaic fact of the consum- 
mation of confederation undoubtedly docs 
not. We were all just as loyal subjects 
of the British Crown on the June oOth 
preceding the historic July 1st as we 
were afterwards. The union gave us no 
new rights. It in no sense enlarged our 
freedom. A very great many people re- 
garded the step with some trepidation. 
There are some now, even, who are not 
quite satisfied now that it was not a 
mistake. Every man who knows any- 
thing about St. John, N.B., will tell you 
that May 18tl», the anniversary of the 
landing of the Loyalists, appeals to the 
imagination and the patriotism of the 
people far more than July 1st, and quite 
as much as May 24th'. The reason is 
not far to seek. To a large element of 
the population Loyalists' Day stands for 
something of priceless value. It com- 
memorates a. sacrifice for Uio Mag. On 
that day three ships dropped anchor in 
St. John harbor, freighted with that 
which no money could buy and no act of 
parliament create — unswerving loyalty 
to the Hag, testified by sacrifices which 
can be hardly measured. Thousands of 
the descendants of the United Empire 
Loyalists have sought homes in the land 
which their forefathers left, but not one 
of them recalls the story of that sor- 
rowful banishment without a feeding of 
pride that there flows in his veins the 
blood of the men and women who were 
capable of making such a choice between 
ease under a foreign Hag and privation 
beneath the Union Jack. Even though 
they may claim that the men who signed 
the Declaration of Independence were 
justified, they glory in the courage and 
loyalty or those who accepted the sac- 
rifice of nil they possessed as the price 
of loyalty. 

This is nol the place to fell the story 
of Hie Loyalists. It has really never 
been told. Douglas Sladeil tried it and 
made a mess of it. Perhaps it never will 
be fold as it. ought to be. for those who 
heard it from the lips of the Loyalists 
themselves are very few. But there are 
many who retain a strong impression of 
the association which cluster round the 
day when the New Brunswick contin- 
gent landed, nnd they can appreciate 
without explanation why it is that, proud 
as they may be of the accomplishment 
of confederation, the anniversary of its 
commencement fails to appeal either to 
their imagination or their enthusiasm. 
Several times the question has been ask- 
ed: Why does no one write a national 
song for Canada V The answer is that 
there is nothing to call forth such a song. 
We say what we have U> say about 
Canada In hand-books and tables of sta- 
tistics. Canada is yet n commercial and 
industrial proposition, with less about it

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

While there are many technical difficul- 
ties to he overcome' before half the prophe- 
cies which have been made iib to the prac- 
tical possibilities of wireless telegraphy 
can be fulfilled, electricians are making 
steady gains la their Investigation of the 
subject, and from t line to time encourag- 
ing records are made. Lord Kelvin is said 
lo bo incst favorably impressed with the 
results of experiments on this system, 
which were recently conducted between 
lbe House of Commons In London, anil St. 
Thomas Hospital, on the opposite side of 
the river Thames, One station was in a 
smoking room, Just off the tctrnce of the 
house, ami the other was fixed In the 
treasurer's house at til hospital. A wire 
\vus run from the Instrument la the smok- 
ing room through the window, anil at- 
tached to a short pole, which was tied to 
(Ml* of the lamp posts on the terrace, a 
few feet from the window. \t the hospital 
end the instruments were also under cover 
In an upper room, and from them the wire 
was led through the window down to lbe 
top of a lamp post about six feet from the 
wall of the hospital. Many messages were 
sent between the two Institutions, and It Is 
recorded that the first news of tlie resolu- 
tion passed by the House of Commons In 
connection with the public funeral of Glad- 
stone was conveyed to St. Thomas' Hospi- 
tal wlrelcssly, anil was suitably acknow- 
ledged from the hospital end of the wire- 
lets system. The various messages sent 
and received were all printed on tape, and 
afforded every satisfaction to those who 
.vltuessed the experiments at either end. 
Of a more practical nature, however, was 
n series of experiments which wore carried 
Mlt before Load Kelvin and Lord Tenny- 
son, nt the Alum May station, Tsle of 
Wight. Lord Kelvin sent several messages 
wlrelcssly to the University of Glasgow, to 
Sir George Stokes at Cambridge, nnd to 
Lord Itayley and W. H. Preccc, In London. 
The messages were sent to Bournemouth, 
some lo miles off, by the Marconi system, 
and then sent on to their destination by 
the ordinary telegraph. The message to 
Sir George Stokes read: " Stokes. Lensllold 
.-milking room, through the window, and at- 
treusnrcr's bouse at the hospital. A wire 
ivns led from the instruments in the 
Cottage, Cambridge— This Is sent commer- 
cially paid at Alum liny for transmission 
through ether, is to Bournemouth, and 
thnee by postal telegraph, lad., to Cam- 
bridge— Kelvin." Lord Tennyson also sent 
a message to his nephew nt Eton In the 
same way— to Bournemouth through other, 
and then on by ordinary telegraph. Lord 
Kelvin Insisted on paying Is. per message 
royalty for the use of the Marconi system 
Ir.g to show his appreciation of the system 
ui all messages ho sent, in this way wish- 
imkI lo illustrate the extent of Its availabil- 
ity already for commercial use.

ALBERNI NOTES. 

Development More Than Realized the 
High Expectations Formed. 

By the steamship Willapa, which ar- 
rived from West. Coast ports on Thurs- 
day news of a highly satisfactory nature 
was received from the various mining 
camps. 

At the Alberni Consolidated mine the 
erection of the stamp mill was nearly 
completed and the machinery will prob- 
ably be working on Monday. The de- 
velopments in the mine are most satis- 
factory, the reef having a very solid ap- 
pearance and the ore now waiting to be 
..•rushed as well as that which is ready 
to be mined will yield a handsome profit 
over the working expenses. 

At Anderson Lake recent, develop- 
ments go to prove that this must in 
time become an important mining cen- 
tre. 

At Hayes' camp on the Alberni Canal, 
where native copper was recently dis- 
covered, small shipments of very valu- 
able ore are being made ond the latest 
developments justify the owners' belief 
that they have a really good mine. 

At Granite Creek, where the Wilson 
Bros, struck free milling ore which as- 
sayed $1,000 in gold arrangements have 
been made to put a force of men at work 
to develop the claim, the ledge is narrow- 
lit the surface but it is believed it will 
widen out at depth. 

Nootka Sound is at present attracting 
attention owing to the recent discoveries 
made there by prospectors, some of 
whom are sending parcels of stone to this 
city for assay. 

At Sidney Inlet development work on 
many claims is progressing most, satis- 
factorily, but the li igtli prices asked for 
claims by prospectors has prevented any 
business being done. 

It is stated that a cinnabar claim at 
Sechart, Barclay Sound, has been bond- 
ed and men w ill shortly commence active 
development work. 

The reef is stated to be 20 feet, wide 
and carries gold and copper in payable 
quantities as well as a high percentage 
of quicksilver. 

There is little doubt that the mining 
industry of this Island is progressing and 
the recent discoveries should attract 
capital both from America and England, 
more especially as the few judicious in- 
vestments which have lately been made 
by capitalists from both countries are 
proving most satisfactory. 

The Leonora at Mount Sikka, recently 
bonded to Scotch capitalists continues 
in splendid ore and the latest specimens 
show native copper in the rock.

The following letter appears in the 
Manitoba Free Press, addressed to the 
editor: 

Sir,— An article appears in some of the 
papers copied from an issue of your jour 
lUll. It is dealing with a rumored de 
mnnd for a special representative from 
this province to attend the international 
conference at Quebec, and reads as fol- 
lows: 

"They have something else in view. 
It is they who are reaping whatever pro- 
fits-then- is in that pelagic sealing about 
which there has been so great a stir the 
past few years. Great Britain and Can- 
ada between them have been maintain- 
ing their rights in Bearing sea and the 
advantage has gone to British Colum- 
bia; those waters have been nursed and 
protected as a British Columbia preserve. 
IClsowliere in the Empire outside of that 
province the feeling is growing that 
something must be done to preserve the 
seals themselves. There is a disposition 
to yield something of our strict rules in 
the' premises; not to insist as strongly as 
we have been doing that seals in the 
open sea are anybody's, and that the 
United States has been unbearably pre- 
sumptuous in its claim of sovereignty." 

Will you permit me to put iu a word 
on behalf of the sealers? 

In the first place many of the vessels 
nianv of the men and much of the capi- 
tal came from tin? eastern provinces.

Under the contention of that country 
sealing should be confined to land opera- 
tions, and on their land, where alone the 
Alaskan seal is found as far as land 
govs, but no one but citizens of the 
United States are or were allowed to 
take seals. 

The history of the Behrlng sea contro- 
versy is familiar to me, and 1 assure 
vou 'that those who put their money in 
pelagic sealing, relying as they did on 
the protection of the enjoyment of their 
rights as British subjects, which we all 
require, do not consider that "these 
waters have been owned and protected 
as a British Columbia preserve." 

The seizures of 18SH raised a question 
of right which was not settled till 1893. 
Damages on account of those seizures 
are not yet paid, though the losses ruined 
many. 

The United States would not submit 
their claim to arbitration until Groat: 
Britain agreed to submit to such re- 
gulations as an international tribunal 
might prescribe. 

After the regulations were prescribed, 
nnd before the United States had agreed 
to submit to an agreement of damages, 
the British government, at the solicita- 
tion of the United States, made further 
concessions at the expense of the seal- 
ers, so that to-day the latter are seri- 
ously hampered nnd embarrassed in a 
measure never contemplated at Paris. 

To what end have these sacrifices of 
sealers' acknowledged rights and inter- 
ests been made? You suggest for the 
sake of the seals. The record of the 
question compels me to say that the 
surrender of British rights, affecting not 
only British Columbia, but. Canadians 
and Canadian capital generally, was but 
another of several made by Great Bri- 
tain at: the expense of Canada to secure 
peaceful relation witli the United 
States. 

If vou agree that' peace was so secured 
it is' but. right fo remember that the 
chief cost of it fell upon those of your 
fidlow-subjects, whether in British Co- 
lumbia ore elsewhere, whose "all" was 
invested in the legitimate industry of 

pelagic sealing.

He is a linn believer in the great 
value of the gold deposits in the old 
channels, such as those of William, 
Lightning, and other old creek beds in 
Cariboo. 

It is ■ reported tha tthe Olcson dredger, 
the first one, as the company have ma- 
chinery here for a second one, is now 
nearly completed and will be in opera- 
tion within a few days. No section of 
die northern country offers belter in- 
ducement for practical work at river 
dredging for gold than does the section 
around Quesnclle on both the l-Yaser and 
Quesnelle rivers. The Pittsburg dredger 
is about ready to begin operations, the 
water having subsided several feel. 

A washup from the Cariboo mine, 
and also from the Horsefly Cold Mining 
Co., where the elevators are at work, 
.•any he expected very soon now. From 
the Cariboo will be good but not as large 
as the next run is expected to be, as 
after this washup some of the bottom of 
the pit is to he washed. Men who have 
worked in the pit and assisted in sink- 
ing to a depth of .'to feet below the pres- 
ent lioor of the pit, state that the output 
when this part of the mine is worked, 
will be enormous.

While our lingers are can- 
celling the stamp, our mind is conscious of 
what a mighty nation we are a part. 
When the operation is over, Instead of be- 
ing depressed at the thought of the num- 
ber of goud cents that are going uwiiy from 
us, we lire elated and Joyful. We are get- 
ting our money's worth out of the war; 
for the knowledge of the kind of stuff thnt 
cur soldiers and sullora are made of Is 
worth to us, Individually and ns a nation, 
more than can be computed In dollars. So, 
on the whole, the tax weighs less heavily 
than It. might If things were going differ- 
ent IV with our arms. None the less, the 
share of the burden which Is being borne 
bv railway companies Is n large one, and 
It need.! u good deal of patriotism to con- 
template cheerfully the outgo of from one 
to two thousand dollars n dny. To each of 
the larger companies the taxes mean more 
than the above mentioned sum. To some, 
under the present ruling, the tax on the

1 tier. A familiar instance of this accident 
I have on several occasions known to 
happen from the whistle of an engine, 
the person whose hearing was damaged 
standing close up to, but with his buck 
towards, the engine. . . . It mny be 
briefly said that most naval men ami. 
artillery men bnve their hearing dantTi 
aged at one time or another from guns,, 
and indeed it is- only what might, he ex- 
pected from the terrific explosions to 
which they are exposed on duty; but, 
besides this, it is not an infrequent ex- 
perience thnt ti great degree of deafness 
is traceable rather to some slight explo- 
sion near to which the man litis been- 
standing than to the frequent discharges 
of guns. The old brass guns that used 
to be employed on training ships were 
responsible for many a damaged ear of 
the young men, altogether disproportion- 
ate to the size of the gun. In the army 
the musketry Instructor is exposed to 
great risk in this direction, and it is dilli- 
cult to guard against it. In short, with 
soldiers und sailors a certain loss of 
hearing seems almost inevitable. So. 
far ns game shooting is concerned, every 
one who shoots a great deal knows per- 
fectly well that the hearing of the left, 
ear after n few yenrs is never so good 
as that of the right, and when black pow- 
der was used instead of the various 
chemical powders, wood powder, B.C., 
and many others, this effect was very 
much more pronounced. In the eastern 
counties, where the shooting is on a largo 
scale, and four or live hundred shots are 
constantly fired by one man in one day, 
the deafness of the left ear so produced 
used to go by the name of Norfolk deaf- 
ness. In the old days also of Hurli'ng- 
hnm, when the charge was not restricted, 
is it is now, I hardly knew a man who 
shot there (and I knew many of them) 
that could hear well with the left car. 
Even now, notwithstanding (hat chemi- 
il powders are almost invariably used, 
of six middle-aged men who are part- 
ridge-driving, if they are old hands 'at it, 
you might, safely say that not oue of 
them has good hearing with the left ear.

A REMEDY EOR SlII'LOCKS. 

Features of a New Law Proposed 
Great Britain. 



PRESERVATION OF HEARING. 

Every man and woman should be 
aware of what (to use a common expres- 
sion) is bad for the ear, so Unit they can 
avoid placing themselves under such 
conditions, for example, as might damage 
the hearing, cause permanent noises in 
the ear, injure the structure of the ear, 
produce inflammation in tlie ear, or in- 
duce the advent of any disease of this 
part. In short, it is the duty of all who 
put a true estimate on tlie value of their 
earn to inform themselves sufficiently 
to lie able to preserve, rather than run 
tlie risk of damaging, either their own 
or those of their children. In giving such 
information ns may embrace this, and 
not go beyond it, I wish especially to 
avoid dealing in any way with what 
appertains to disease or injuries of the 
ear, except so far as guarding against 
them is concerned. So in order to un- 
derstand the following remarks, the 
briefest outline and the most rudiment- 
ary idea of the formation and struc- 
ture of the ear will be sufficient. It will 
be enough to know that tlie entrance to 
the ear is the beginning of a somewhat 
curved canal (the external canal of the 
ear) of one and a quarter inch in length, 
and somewhat narrowed about the mid- 
dle. That at the other end of this canal 
is a delicate membrane (the tympanic 
membrane) which protects and closes 
the tympanic cavity (the drum of the 
ear); that this small cavity is kept ven- 
tilated by air from a nnrrow tube (tlie 
Eustachian tube), the open end of which 
is placed in tlie throat in close proximity 
to tlie back of the nostrils. Also that, in 
apposition to the drum of the ear is the 
nervous apparatus of hearing (the la- 
byrinth). It may be added that the drum 
of the ear is crossed by a chain of three 
little bones. 

■ Anyone armed with nothing beyond the 
very simple information which these few 
words convey would not allow a child to 
have its ears boxed, for he would have 
before his mind the possibility of Injur- 
ing tlie delicate membrane referred to. 
or the nervous structure behind it, and 
at no great distance from tlie external 
car. If this be so, the desirability of 
greater knowledge tlinn now obtains on 
this subject is nt once demonstrated. 
. ... It must also be remembered 
that the hearing is very often irreparably 



A great national scandal lias been ex- 
posed by special parliamentary Inquiry Into 
the ways and methods of English shylocks. 
The Investigation by a committee of the 
House of Commons has occupied more than 
a year, and the disclosure of practices com- 
mon throughout England by a largo class 
of blood-sucking money-lenders comprised a. 
most serious indictment against the gov- 
ernment. The exaction of so-called " In- 
terest " at the rate of 1,200 per cent, per 
annum is common. The law does not for- 
bid It; Indeed, the Inw may be success- 
fully employed for ItB enforcement. 

The special committee of Parliament, and 
the English public ns well, is unanimous 
In favor of radical legislation for the sup- 
pression of the insatiable operations of 
e harpies, The committee has already 
agreed upon the chief features of its re- 
port and recomraendntlons. It will be a 
matter of some surprise, in the United 
States at all events, that a simple enact- 
ment filing a maximum legal rate of inter- 
est— a limitation which suffices to make 
xtortlon of this kind infrequent in Amer- 
•a— Is not to be adopted us the remedy for 
he evil in England. The advantages of 
he American system were fully explained 
before the committee, but the measures 
which they will recommend will be palli- 
B rather thmi mandatory. They are 
good as fur ns tliey go, but the practical 
effect threatens to be an Immense Increase 
in litigntlon-n form of remedy necessarily 
expensive and obviously not available to 
most victims of rapacious money-lenders. 

It Is proposed In general terms to give 
the courts n bsolute aud unfettered discre- 
tion in dealing with all these transactions. 
To this end all transactions, by whatever 
name they may be called, or whatever their 
term mny he, which are in substance trans- 
actions with persons currying on the busi- 
ness of a money-lender, should be open to- 
complete judicial review; that in all legal 
proceedings to enforce or for any relief in 
respect of a claim arising out of such 
transactions.- the court should have power 
to Inquire into all the circumstances of 
sueh transactions from the first transac- 
tion; thnt In such proceedings the court 
should have tlie power to review any ac- 
count or transaction, whether settled or 
not; to direct that nn account he taken 
upon the basis of allowance Of such a rate 
of interest ns shall appear to be reason- 
able, having regard to all the circum- 
stances, and to make sueh other order as 
the court rimy think lit; that, having re- 
gard especially to the fact that money- 
lenders frequently take from borrowers 
promissory notes or bills of exchange walcb 
are negotiable, and to which, consequently, 
the borrower would have no defence agnlitst 
the claims of a holder la due course, as 
well as to other considerations, it is neces- 
sary to provide, In order to complete justice 
between the parties, that the court should 
have power to direct repayment hy the 
money lender to the borrower of any nm- 
ount, which, upon taking account, may ap- 
pear to have been paid by the borrower 
over and above the sum which the court 
mny consider reasonable; that, the discre- 
tion suggested should he exercised by nay 
judge of the High court, or by u judge of 
ii county court; that from any decision 
given under these powers by the judicial 
authority, there should be no right of ap- 
peal by <dt her party; that no transaction 
between tlie Judgment debtor and judgment 
creditor hy wny of a renewal of the loan 
should ho valid; thnt wherever It may ap- 
pear to the court desirable that the court 
should have power to hear any money- 
lending cases in private. 

Seine or the general provisions Of tlie 
proposed hill are stringent ami salutary. 
Kor Instance, it Is proposed to enact that 
1,0 money-lender snould be allowed to trade 
Individually or otherwise than in his own 
name, und that when lie trades In part- 
nership tlie firm should he registered iiiul 
the names of the partners given; that, in 
cases where (he business of n money-lend- 
er is carried on by a company registered 
under the companies' nets, the company 
should he described In the register, and in 
all circulars, advertisements, documents or 
letters, as "Incorporated to carry on the 
business of a money-lender," the responsi- 
bility for offences In this connection being 
taken by the managing director or other 
officers; that money-lenders should fur- 
nish to the borrower on every date that 
the Installment fails due a clear statement 

of the account tip to date; and that they 
should furnish to the borrowers and sure- 
ties, If any, at tin; time thnt each transac- 
tion Is entered Into, copies of every docu- 
ment signed by him or them. 

These recommendations will probably bo 
toned down in some respects before they 
find a place in the British statute books, 
but there Is no doubt, after tlie revelations 
of the past few months, that stringent leg- 
islation against the evils of money-lending, 
as nt present conducted In Unchmd, will 
pass parliament In the near future.

I Current Comment 
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WAR INDEMNITY. 

Peace is a topic of increasing interest 
in Spain. Two months of war with the 
United States bus bud a sobering effect 
upon the misguided people of that coun- 
try. All their preconceived views of 
what the war would be like Live been 
shattered. They thought their navy a 
match for ours, but. their two best fleets 
were sunk almost without casualties on 
the American side. In the army we have 
landed n large expedition safely and in 
advancing driven the Spanish forces 
from every position assailed. Under 
these circumstances the wave of bom- 
bast that swept over the nation and 
robbed the people of their wits is sub- 
siding. They begin to see that they at- 
tempted the impossible and are looking 
for the best way to acknowledge defeat 
and secure the easiest terms. On the 
part of the United States the question 
of indemnity to demand will probably 
soon be under consideration. It bus been 
said that this as humanitarian war. No 
doubt the humanity of the America 11 
people impelled them to make certain de- 
mands upon Spain. They were refused. 
It is not a give-away war nor a shilly- 
shally war. It has cost many American 
lives and hundreds of millions in treas- 
ure, and the demands for just indemnity 
ore as imperative as in any other war 
that ever was waged. 

A look over the indemnities exacted by 
other nations at the end of modern ton 
(lifts will be suggestive. The usual form 
of indemnity has been both money and 
territory. At the end of the last, war 
with Turkey, Russia demanded a money 
indemnity of $725,000,000, but finally ac- 
cepted territory and reduced the cash 
indemnity to $225,000,000. When Prus- 
sia defeated Austria in 1SG15 the indent 
nity included territorial concessions and 
530,000,000 in money. The indemnity 
following the lust war between Germany 
and France was enormous, consisting of 
provinces and fortresses, in addition to 
.?1,OIX),000,000 In cash. Originally the 
German claim was for $200,000,000 
more, but a discount was allowed for 1h< 
cession of Metz. When Japan defeated 
China a few years ngo it received n 
money indemnity of ?173,0O0,00O. Still 
more recently Turkey obtained a strip of 
territory and $20,000,000 from Greece. 
At the end of its war with Mexico the 
United States claimed a wide stretch of 
territory, consisting of California and 
New Mexico. We demanded 110 cash 
aud, in fact, paid $15,000,000 to settle 
the boundaries satisfactorily to our- 
selves. 

Obstinacy 011 the part of Spain will 
unquestionably add to our coming de- 
mand. That country bus 110 adviser who 
will not tell it that further waste of life 
is wanton. If it could defeat one of our 
armies the eventful result could not be 
changed. The war will cost this country 
at. least $500,000,000. Had Spain been 
willing to grant freedom to Cuba on 
any reasonable terms there would nnv 
been no war. But it would listen to no 
proposition to give up its sovereignty in 
the island peacefully. By appealing to 
the sword all of its colonies have be- 
come involved. Our troops are in Cub 
ami the Philippines, and our bloekaders 
are off the capital of Porto Rico. The 
Spanish navy is ruined. The Spanish 
armies in the colonies are suffering for 
supplies. Each succeeding day makes 
the situation worse for the enemy, and 
also adds to the large Indemnity which 
will certainly he required.— St Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 

SO MUCH FOB RICHARD.

But for Dobell's profound business sa- 
gacity who would ever have discovered 
your exceptional capacity for floating 
company 10 lloat hottled-necked steam- 
ships! 

To be strictly just to nil parlies con- 
cerned, it must be remembered Unit 
Fielding did go to England and whatever 
he went for be seems to have taken a 
little interest in the bottle-necks, while 
he was there. Sir Wilfrid Laurier (.who 
is an expert iii obtaining and using cable- 
grams) when he was addressing the To- 
ronto Board of Trade, claimed a trium- 
phant success for the fast line on the 
strength of a cablegram from Mr. Field- 
ing. The Premier waved 11 bit of paper 
over his head, and said: 

"t hold in my hand 11 telegram from 
my friend and colleague, Mr. Fielding 
the finance minister, to this effect: 

"Petersen bus to-day made tiie deposit 
required by the contract." (Loud 
cheers.) It is with joy indeed, that I 
witness this explosion of satisfaction at 
the announcement, Unit this scheme lias 
not failed, but that it is to he carried 
out. When we have this line with us, 
we shall not only have the entire Cana- 
dian traffic, but we must as 11 necessity 
have tin; larger proportion of the Ameri- 
can trafllc." 

The Mail and Empire thought ully re 
marks that it was a trifle singular that 
Mr. Fielding, who was in London, should 
have sent his cablegram on the very day 
that Sir Wilfrid was to uddresa < the 
Board of Trade. 

If a cablegram can get our beloved 
Premier out of any hole he happens to 
be in, why begrudge him the expense of 
two cablegrams? 

Mr. Dohell, of course, may retort upon 
his critic that if he had negotiated with 
somebody else instead of with Mr. Peter- 
sen the bottle-necks might now have 
been ploughing the ocean, or lie may ex- 
plain that if Mr. Fielding hud not gone 
to England ut all the government would 
not have had to wear the lauiels of de- 
feat in connection with the fast line. But 
why pry into the secret mysteries of 
these little domestic difficulties. Anyhow 
Dobell was not taken in to the cabinet 
for his political principles, but for his 
business capacity, 

It was to bo a twenty-knot service, but 
cnly one '•knot" lias materialized we are 
"not" going to get in. The bottle-necks 
have vanished more completely than Cor- 
ver.i's long bottled up ironclads: have 
gone to the beautiful land of might have 
been where no doubt they will be used 
to make some kind of connection be- 
tween Sydney Fisher's whale-bucks and 
Clifford Sif ton's Yukon railway. Let 
there be no reproaches among ministers, 
rather lot them put their heads togeth- 
er and sec if in some way or another they 
cannot manage to attach the blame for 
the whole fiasco to an unrefonned and 
irresponsible second chamber.— Montreal 
Star.
